“One of 
the things I’ve seen is an actually increase in 
the number of absentee voters. 

In 1996, a presidential election year, 2,300 
voters cast absentee ballots, Von Nida said. By 
Wednesday more than 2,400 ballots had been 
cast. 

In addition to electing statewide, federal and

local officials, several referendums are 
expected to attract attention. 

In Collinsville, voters will decide on a 
referendum to spend money to improve school 
infrastructure, while in Glen Carbon they will 
decide on a controversial tax increment 
financing district. 

One big change for this year’s ballot is the 
elimination of the single-party vote. Instead, 
voters must choose a candidate in each race

times, that has conducted testing since it 
was introduced in 1986, Wohrle said. 

The contract is still in the “‘site 
acquisition”? phase, which has increased 
the number of test facilities in the state 
from 22 to 35, and increased the number 
of test lanes to 139 from 90. Seven of 
those sites are now in Southern Illinois, 
up from three. The new locations are 
Collinsville, Glen Carbon, Belleville and 
Columbia. Those communities also will be 
required to submit vehicles for emissions 
testing for the first time. All vehicles 1968 
and newer will have to be tested every 


two years. 

‘Also new to the program are Maryville, 
Caseyville, Troy, Edwardsville, Fairview 
Heights and Scott Air Force Base 

Granite City and Alton area residents 
have had their cars tested for years, but 
even they are in for some changes. Cars 
made in 1981 and newer will submit to the 
“TM 240’’ test, which stands for 
inspection/maintenance and 240 seconds, 
the duration of the new test. It tests for 
two pollutants, carbon monoxide and 
hydrocarbons. 

‘Older vehicles will use the current pipe 
test, Wohrle said 

Non-compliance with the program can 
result in suspension of an offender's 
drivers license and/or the plates of a car 
that doesn’t pass 

Because of the new test’s increased 
standards, a dramatically higher failure 
rate is anticipated. That rate is now 6 
percent in Illinois, but states such as 
Colorado, Wisconsin and Indiana who 
currently use the new.system report

Mudslinging. Misrepresentation. Distortion. Prevarication. 








Deceit. Insinuation. Deception. Innuendo. And general 
meanness 

Those are the values held dear by a 
multitude of political candidates as the 
November elections draw near. Judging 
from the TV ads, there’s not a candidate on the ballot who 
wouldn’t cheat old ladies out of their Social Security, starve 
kids on government meals programs or open alPthe prison 
cell blocks so criminals could roam the streets 

Their own mothers wouldn’t vote for some of the low-lifes 
running for government office if the negative advertising can 
be believed. And that’s just it, you can’t believe it. The 
candidates and their handlers are masters at turning selected 
bits of information into a full-fledged political attack. Take a 
seat, voters, the spin doctors are in. 

The winners of the slimefest have been the smear 
campaigns waged by Christopher ‘‘Kit’’ Bond, the incumbent 
Republican running for the U.S. Senate, and his Democratic 
opponent, Jeremiah ‘‘Jay’’ Nixon, the Missouri attorney

Only 
the most gullible voters could believe Nixon, the state’s top 
crime fighter, actually favors more lenient tactics toward 
lawbreakers. And only the dimmest bulbs in the electorate 
would actually think Bond spent his years as a U.S. senator 
and, earlier, as Missouri governor, figuring out ways to let 
more criminals out of prison. And yet, that’s what the 
commercial messages attempt to convey. 

It’s easy to pull these ads together. Just find the worst 
picture possible of a candidate, preferably black-and-white, 
and place a label across it that says ‘‘OWNED BY SPECIAL 
INTERESTS,” even if the special interests turn out to be the 
Boy Scouts and the Humane S ty. Or, even better, find an 
unflattering piece of videotape and use a deep-voiced 
announcer to make smarmy comments about ‘‘political 
insiders” or, the always useful, ‘‘government fat cats.’’ And if 
there’s a “public trough” around, it’s a sure thing both Bond 
and Nixon will have been accused of drinking from it. 

Through all of the televised attacks, neither candidate has 
done a very good job explaining why a voter should cast a 
ballot for him. What sticks in the mind are the cheap shots, 
the dirty tricks and the thinly veiled innuendos. 

It leaves voters with but one wish for the Bond/Nixon U.S. 
Senate race: May the worst man lose.

kept in the dark and the bill 
flew out of the House, with all 
the targets voting ‘‘no.”” 

Sometimes, though, 
Springfield’s elaborate target 
protection system doesn’t 
work. 

For instance, last spring a 
crime bill made it to the 
House floor. The bill was 
loaded with tough-on-crime 
ideas. But it also contained 
language allowing some state’s 
attorneys an opportunity to get 
out of a legal pledge not to 
take private cases on the side. 
It was therefore deemed a bad 
vote for five targeted south 
suburban Democratic House 
members: Rep. Jim 
Brosnahan, D-Evergreen Park; 
Rep. Maggie Crotty, D-Oak 
Forest; Rep. Mike Giglio, 


D-Lansing; Rep. Kevin 
McCarthy, D-Orland Park; and 
Rep. George Scully, 
D-Flossmoor. Four 
downstaters, including two 
Republicans, also were kept 
off the bill: Rep. Mary K. 
O’Brien, D-Coal City; Rep. 
Dan Reitz, D-Steeleville; Rep. 
Dale Righter, R-Mattoon; and 
Rep. John O. Jones, R-Mount 
Vernon. 

So, the nine targets from 
both parties voted against the 
bill, while just about everyone 
else in the House voted for it. 
But the Senate later refused to 
accept the House amendment 
dealing with the state’s 
attorney stuff and sent the bill 
back across the hall. So the 
“no” vote by the targets 
probably had some merit. 

The other day, some of the 
five south suburban Democrats 
were slammed by their 
opponents for that vote. 
According to the direct mail 
from their respective 
opponents, they had ‘‘voted 
against expanding the death 
penalty to include murders 
during home invasions.”’ 

Well, not exactly. The bill 
actually added another 
category to what could be 
considered home invasion. The 
death penalty for home 
invasion was already an 
existing law. 

The Democrats are pretty 


upset about the Republican 
attack but it would seem to be 
common sense that 
strengthening the home 
invasion laws far outweighed 
some little plum for a state’s 
attorney or two. That ‘‘no’”’ 
vote resulted from a 
combination of over-analysis 
by staff and unquestioning 
obedience by legislators who 
did what they were.told, on 
both sides of the aisle. 

But, what the heck was that 
state’s attorney language doing 
in an anti-crime bill the first 
place? The proposal probably 
couldn’t have certainly 
attracted attention to whoever 
was about to benefit fromthe. 
rule change on outside income. 
So it was slipped through’ on a 
quick voice vote and tacked 
onto an otherwise good bill. 


So, now a bunch of state 
legislators who totally support 
capital punishment are being 
accused of having ‘‘voted 
against the death penalty”’ 
while their Republican 
opponents make straight-faced, 
pledges to uphold the ultimate 
punishment no matter what. 

What a lousy job to fight 
over.

He also answered that federal government has no responsibility 
in providing health care. 

Costello campaign manager Brian Lott said that last answer 
means Price wants to abolish Medicare. 

“It’s contradictory,”’ said Lott. 

Price campaign manager Whitney McDaniel said his 
candidate is just oppo: to the national health care plan that 
President Biil Clinton, with first ladyHillary Rodham Clinton 
leading, tried to get passed in Congress... 

Price also quoted Costello as saying that Costello had said he 
“received too ay position surveys to respoml: and that 
constituents could look up his voting record on issues.’’ 

“All I have ever said is that the Department of Education 
should be pared down,”’ Price said.

remembers first space flight 


David Patton witnessed hoopla following 1962 flight

John Glenn’s return to space 
Thursday holds fond memories 
for East Alton resident David 
Patton, who witnessed the 
hoopla and hero-worship 
firsthand following the 
astronaut’s first flight in 1962. 

Patton, 61, remembers the 
crowd of 250,000 people lining 
Pennsylvania Avenue in 
Washington, D.C., six days 
after Glenn’s Feb. 20, 1962, 
flight 

The parade, held on a rainy 
day, concluded with a 
ceremony at which President 
John F. Kennedy honored 
Glenn for being the first 
person to orbit the Earth.

Secret Service agents 
drove the limousines in which 
Glenn, Johnson and Kennedy 
were riding. 

“Everyone was eager to visit 
Glenn and see him on the 
parade route. There were a lot 
of people there,”? Patton said. 

“Jt was inspiring to know he 
had done something that great. 
It was a new thing that a lot of 
people thought was important. 
It was one of the larger 
parades. There were five or 
Six motorcycles leading the 
cars; they made a ‘V’ shape.” 

He said people were 
snapping pictures from open 
windows above the officials’ 
parade route; a practice that 
is not allowed today. 

During the honorary 
ceremony, Patton waited 
nearby at the 1960 Chevrolet 
he drove. He observed the 

festivities from a distance but 
cannot recall details of the 
speech 

The photographer, whose 
name Patton cannot 
remember, later gave him two 
unwanted pictures he took of 
the nionumental day 

“The photographer gave me 
these pictures,” Patton said. 
“He said he was not going to 
use them. I kept them as a 
souvenir. I had them all these 
years and just showed them to 
friends.”" 

He said the photographs 
never had been published until 
he brought them to The 
‘Telegraph. 

In the 19 Cold War era, 
Americans had competed 
vigorously against the Soviet 
Union to win the space race.

Glen Carbon Trustee Ben Maliszewski has 
been one of the strongest supporters of a plan 
that he says will be of great benefit to 
citizens of Glen Carbon. 

On Nov. 3, voters will 
decide whether the 
village will be able to 
borrow up to $3.3 million in general-obligation 
bonds. 

Maliszewski said he believes there may be 
several common misperceptions of the 
Village’s plan to spruce up Main Street, which 
originally was approved by the Village Board 
and Planning/Zoning Commission in 1995. 

‘Phe village is looking to borrow funds to 
make improvements and to create an 
incentive for development, which will 
increase property values in the area,” he 
said. 

‘New buildings and improvements to 
existing ones will create an increased 
valuation of real-estate taxes, which will, in 
turn, be used to repay the bond, Maliszewski 
said 

“J am confident there will be more than 
enough funds generated from this project to 
repay all of the bonds. I will not increase 
your real estate taxes without putting the 
question to the voters,” he said. 

“Tf yoters vote yes to allow the bonds to be 
issued, they will immediately see 
yprovements along Main Street because 
we'll be able to provide a grant program for 
existing businesses or homeowners.” 

Main Street, or Old Town, is in a tax

Account (FSA), it is the result 
of Section 125 of the Internal 
Revenue Code. It is offered by 
a growing number of 
employers to their employees. 

Although FSAs can run on 
any 12-month period that the 
employer chooses; most 
companies use the calendar 
year. That means between now 
and Jan. 1, you will have to 
decide whether or not to 
participate and, if so, how 
much money to put into the 
account. 

How it works. 

You tell your employer to set 
aside money in a special 
account, earmarked for 
health-care costs not covered 
by your other benefits. In most 
cases, the amount is typically 
$2,000 to $5,000 a year. The 
money is automatically 
withheld from your paycheck 
Then you tap into it when you 
need it. 

The money taken out of your 
paycheck and put in your 
account is tax-free. In a way, 
it’s as though you never 
actually earned it. You do not 
pay state, local or federal 
income tax, nor Social Security 
tax on this money. Nor does 
your company have to pay 
Social Security taxes on it 

Let’s say you decide to 
contribute $1,000 a year.

taken out of each paycheck 
during the course of the year. 
That dollar amount isn’t there 
as far as the IRS is concerned. 
If all your taxes add up to, 
say, 30 percent, you will save 
$300 in taxes. 

During the year, you submit 
copies of your bills for eligible 
expenses to your company, or 
to an outside administrator, 
and then you are reimbursed, 
out of your own account, 
within a few weeks. This 
means, of course, you have to 
pay the bill first. 

NOTE: Your employer will 
tell you both the minimum and 
maximum you can put in an 
FSA 

Two Types of FSAs 

There are two different kinds 
of FSAs. One is for health 
care. Most people use it to pay 
for co-payments, for health 
insurance deductibles or for 
procedures not covered by 
their health plan. The other 
type of FSA is for dependent 
care — day care or 
baby-sitters for children up to 
age 13. 

It can also be used to pay 
for care for a disabled child, 
spouse or parent who is living 
with you. As long as you have 
expenses that allow you to 
work, most forms of day care 
qualify, including sitters at 
home, child-care centers, 
nursery schools, day care for 
the disabled or the elderly, bit 
not sitters who are paid off the 
books. ts

The stereo has a clever three-disc CD 
cartridge that provides nearly three hours 
of music without having to fumble with 
loading a remote-mounted unit in the 
trunk. The test car was equipped with the 
optional surround sound system that has 
400 watts of power and speakers made by 
Dynaudio, a Danish company. 

The front seats, covered in light gray 
leather, were comfortable and easy to 
adjust. They fit my back especially well in 
the lumbar region: On cold fall mornings 
the optional heating elements made it pos- 
sible to leave for work without a coat and 
still not be cold. 

Front and side air bags and seat belt 
pretensioners are standard. 

On our test car, the frameless side win- 
dow seemed to allow an abnormal amount 
of wind noise: 

The C70 coupe is just one of a series of 
new cars from Volvo, that includes the C70 
convertible and a brand-new S80 sedan. 
Their bold, flowing shapes are dramatic 
departures from traditional Volvo stylin 
and they portend a future populated with 
products that break new ground for this 
staid Swede.

Title marking may be required 
nationwide — someday

Most states already r 
rebuilt cars to be marke 
ers. 

But a few states do not require title marking. That 
makes them lucrative producers of salvaged cars that are 
rebuilt and represented as undamaged vehicles to unsus- 
pecting purchasers. 

Auto industry organizations have been lobbying for fed- 
eral title legisfation for many years. This y both the 
U.S. House and Senate passed bills, so far unreconciled, 
that would make title marking mandatory across the 
country and let buyers know if their new car has a sordid 
past. 

Automobiles are one of the country’s biggest industries, 
and last year the auto industry produced the country’s 
biggest advertiser. General Motors increased its ad spend- 
ing 20 percent to nearly $3.1 billion in 1997 to pass Procter 
& Gamble, which spent only $2.7 billion, according to 
Advertising Age Magazine. With about $1.5 billion in ad 
placements, Chrysler was the country’s fourth-largest 
advertiser and Ford was fifth at nearly $1.3 billion. 

The magazine said GM was the first company ever to 
exceed $3 billion in annual advertising expenditures. The 
budget bulged with the needs of introducing nine new 
models last year. GM was the nation’s biggest advertiser 
in 1962. Procter & Gamble had been the leader in all but 
four of the years since. 

In what Could foretell a nationwide move, the California 
Air Resources Board has begun considering requiring 
trucks to be subjected to the same exhaust emissions reg- 
ulations as cars. 

Laws allow trucks to emit up to two-and-a-half times as 
much carbon monoxide, organic pases and nitrogen oxides 
as automobiles. The board’s staff will argue that trucks 
now account for 47 percent of new-vehicle sales; light 
trucks often are used as primary transportation by their 
CwHErs : and trucks should be subject to stricter regula- 

ions 

Ford has brought a new Focus to its markets in 
Europe. The new small car called Focus replaces the 
company’s ubiquitous Escort, which has provided trans- 
portation to millions of drivers around the world. Escort 
was the sixth-best-selling car in the U.S. last year. Ford 
will replace it with the Focus in America in the middle of 
next year. It hopes to sell a million of them around the 
world. 

Millions of words have been written about the prospects 
for widespread use of electric vehicles in the U.S. Since 
1996, however, only 1,661 of them have been sold. The GM 
EV1 has led the way with 479 vehicles produced. Chevrolet 
has sold 400 S10 pickups with batteries and electric 
motors. Then there have been 309 Tovota RAV4s, 250 Ford 
Ranger pickups and 195 Honda EV Pluses. And Nissan has 
turned out a whopping 13 copies of its Altra EV.

These points always should be included 
in the purchase offer, not the building inspection resolution. 

If it is a safety factor or defect about which the average person 
would have little or no knowledge, it could and should be included. 

Having a building inspection is a necessary step in home 
buing. It would be fool's folly not to do so. Buta building 

- inspection-reports not a license to have’a house redecorated. 
or remodeled. Or yard work done. - 

What the buyer's unreasonable want list stirred in Sandy was 
instant animosity.
